A Full Nopy of the Report and of the Indict-

During Mr. Harris’ Absence. 


About twenty lawyers, reporters and 
hangers-on sat around in the inclosure in the 
Criminal Court to-day waiting for the ex- 
pected report of the Gra: d Jury. The court 
had taken a recess until half past twelve, 
but when that hour arrived there was a 
hitechin the proceedings, as the Jury did 
not appear. The crowd amused itself 
talking 
At twenty minutes past 1 Judge Van Wago- 
ner stepped from his private office, Deputy 
Sheriff Rawley rapped for order, and the 
waiting lawyers and reporters began to look 
The@udge took his seat and 
“Throw up, the windows, *Shertf, 
he asked, “Are the jury ready?” and there 
being «a negative response from Clerk 
Finney, the Judge retired to his office again, 
requesting that he be called when the jury 
appeared, In ten minutes § afterward 
Assistant Cireult Attorney Sullivan 
entered the rear door tothe jeft, Clerk Fin- 
ney stood up at his desk, and almost at the 
same moment Judge Van Wagoner entered 
aud took his seat. On the heels of As- 
sistant Sullivan came the Grand Jury 
men in line, headed by Foreman 
Richeson holding in his hand a package of 
manuscripts. Judge Van Wagoner re- 
quested the Sheriff to call the roll, which was 
done, The Judge then turned to the jury and 
said: “las the Grand Jury anything to 
communicate to the Court?’ 

FOREMAN RICHESON 
rose from his chairand answered: “On be- 
half of myself and fellow jurymen, I wish to 
say that we have attended to ali business to 
which our attention has been called, 
except the police matter, and 
that we have prosecuted as far 
as possible. Foreman Richeson «then 
handed the report of the jury and a batch of 
indictments to the Judge. The enclosure 
Was by this time well filled witn interested 
listeners apparentiy on the look out for 
startling developments, They were disap- 
pointed, however, for Judge Van Wagoner 
guietiy glanced over the indietments to see 
that everything was in ship shape order and 
turned them over to Clerk Finney, ‘The 
Judge then picked up the report of the Grand 
Jury, and, leaning back in;his ohair.carefully 
read it through, to himself, and turned it 
also over to the clerk. Then turning to the 
Grand Jury again 
HE SAID: 


“The court takes cognizance of the fact that 
you have had buta brief period to do the 
work which has been done, and that in your 
indietwents the court is satistied you have 
diligently, faithfully and earnestly labored 
for the good of this community. The 
court has seen your report, and now 
rays that your requests shail be obeyed. I 
have nothing further to say, except that in 
my duty as Judge of this court, and in be- 
haif of the community and in the interest of 
justice I thank you, and trust that you may 
return to your homes and enjoy the peace 
and comfort you have done so much to bring 
about,”

vTne Lay CHIEF OF POLICE, 
removed from his ofiee without apparent cause, 
has been solicited by members of tbis combina- 
tion to permit the maintenance of iranguient 
schemes and practices in open and dtrect viola- 
tion of law. He has been commanded to bestow 
upan individuals, against his active remonstrance, 
meivileges which rightly belong to none, 
fle has been compelled to roceed 
one house of prostitu'ion to another, and assure 
the inmates that they would not be interfered 
with in their evil and unlawtul business. 

MEMBERS OF THE POLICE FORCE 

have been suspended or removed at the suegestion 
or request of members of the corrupt combina- 
tion, irrespective of any consideration as to 
their efficiency, and worthless and inefficient 
officers have the same wes been 
retained. The officers and members of the force, 
through like ummoral and unlawful lndgences, 
have been hampered and restricted in the hones 
and faithful performance of their duty. 

Comment upon such practices is unnecessary. 
| Upon the vigorous aud unyleldipg enforcement of 
the law, in which the police foree is an important 
factor, rest the safery and security of the lives 
and property, and in many cases the liberty,of the 
citizens of this community, aud of those who Vis- 
it our city. 

WE ARE CONVINCED 
that the present method of appointing Police 
Commissioners for this city is erroneous, and, as 
late developments have shown, has been product- 
ive of great and lasting evil to this city and whe 
State of Missouri. 

We, therefore,earnestly recommend that thé’TAw 
vesting in the Governor the appointment of 
Police Commissioners for this city be repealed, 
and that the office be either made elective or that 
the powereof appointment be conferred upon the 
Mayor of the city, subject to the advice and con- 
seutofthe Municipal Assembiy, or that it be 
vested in the Circuit Judges of this city. 

Contemporary with the inauguration of the 
present Governor of the State, there Was isti- 
tuted by him the practice of demanding and re- 
quiring of persons selected by him as Police Com- 
missioners of this city, prior to thelr appolut- 
ments, blank resignations of their office. 

BLANK RESIGNATIONS 
have in several instances been given, and have 
been beld and retained by evil-designing persons, 
members of the combination, solely for traudulent 
and unlawiul purposes, and in the furtherance of 
crime. These resignations could not have been 
required for any lawful and proper use. 
The power is, Dy law, plainly written upon the 
statute books, vested in the Governor, to remove 
at any time a commissioner who is unfalihful to 
his trust. 
These resignations have been nsed through 
fear of exposure on the part of the members In- 
disereet evough to give them, or otnerwise 10 
shape and coutrol the actions and policy of mem- 
bers of the board, and have served the pur- 
pose for which Luey were intended, 
viz: To prevent the houest and 
conscientious discharge of a by members of 
the Board and to further unlawful objects.

The Indicted, 
ED. BUTLER 
isa prominent ward politician and black- 
smith, whose favorite boast is that every 
dollar he has ever made he has “hammered 
| out ofiron.” He has been in politics many 
| years and has controlled Democratic nomina- 
_ ons pretty much as he wished. Butler was 
4 strong Crittenden man,as were Maxon, Mc- 
Entire, D, Lancaster and a number of others. 
He aid good service in fixing the St. Louis 
delegation for the gubernatorial incumbent. 
In return, Crittenden, among other thiugs 
had pledged himself that McEntire should 
be Coal Oil Inspector and Diek Lancaster a 
| Police Commissioner. He at first “went back 
ou” both promises, It was at that time that 
Ed Butler was raising a subscription to pur- 
chase and prepare the celebrated ‘“‘Ananias 
delt,” which was to be presented to 
Crittenden with the compliments of his 
late friends tand allies. The Governor aft- 
erwards “squared” himself partially by Mc- 
Entire’s appointment, but Dick Lancaster 
never got there. Butieris now indicted be- 
cause of his attempts to control the Police 
Depuartinent and dictate its policy, as shown 
by the evidence of Chief Campbell 
Dan Kerwin, W. Faulkner. and 
others. He has been regarded as an 
honorary member of the Police Board since 
the Cupples Board went out. Mr. Butler 
was indicted once before in connection with 
the Seheme and Charter investigation.

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Report of the Paymaster-General of the 

: Army—Notes. 
Wasninetox, November 2.—The annual 
report of the Paymaster-General of the Army 
to the Secretary of War shows the receipts 
for the last fiscal year to be $15,490,310; dis- 
bursements, $13,382,164. There was $145,221,- 
630 in the hands of paymasters June 30, 1883, 
and the remainder was deposited’ in the 
treasury since the last report. 

Five officers of the pay department were 

retired, having attained the age of 64; one 
died and one was dismissed for misappro- 
priation of public funds. Major J. R. as- 
son, the officer last referred to, was a default- 
er in the sum of $5,412. The amount was 
made good daring the progress of his trial. 
In referring to this matter General Roches- 
ter says: “No system of accounting will pre- 
necessarily trusted 
with the custody of funds, from proving re- 
creant to his trust. The highest end that 
can be attained is a prompt and s de- 
tectiun of any attempt to tamper wit or 
misappropriate fu dsin his keeping. The 
system now in use in his office, it is believed, 
accomplishes this end. He recommends the 
repeel of the proviso of the act of April a 
1874, which provides that “no officer detaile 
for the purpose of inspecting the accounts of 
the disbursing officers of the army shall be 
in any way connected with the department 
or the corps naking the disbursement. 
The operation of this law prohibits the de- 
tail of officers for the purpose of inspection 
who, from their intimate knowledge of the 
accounts to be inspected and the laws and 
regulations, are best qualified to detect any 
irregularity from such an officer. In speak- 
ing of the atteution ca‘led through the public 
press to the duplication of officers’ pay ac- 
counts, Gen. Rochester staied that itis but 
justice to the officers of the army to say that 
the records of his office show the instances 
to be rare where an officer has been found 
guilty of this offense, and, considering the 
number of officers in the army, the per- 
cenjage is exceedingly small. '

CHARITY TO REBELS. 

A Republican exchange, speaking of the 
payment of about $25,000 a year to disabled 
Confederate veterans in Georgia, says the 
law is creditable tu the State and that no old 
soldier will question its righteousness. But 
it also suggests that the law is unconstitu- 
tional, and would hardly stand in the courts. 

There is nothing in the Constitution, or in 
the reconstruction amendments, that affects 
the power of the State to take care of its 
paupers. The fourth section of the Four- 
teenth amendment provides that “neither 
the United States nor any State shal! assume 
or pay any debt or obligation ineurred in aid 
of insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States.” The words “debt” and ‘‘ob- 
ligation” as here used have an obvious 
meaning which cannot inciude the charity a 
State voluntarily doles out to its starving 
paupers. If Georgia can admit a maimed 
and helpless Confederate soldier to one of 
her poor-houses, she is just as free to give 
him an annual pittance to enable him to eke 
out a subsistence with such other means as 
he may bave or can obtain from charitable 
friends.

Mr. Crunden’s Reply. 
St. Lours, November 1, 1383. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It a “Life member’ wereon the ground, so 
that {could point out to him the practical diffi- 
culties of doing certain things which he thinks 
ought to be done, I could give him a much more 
| salisfactory explanation than | hope to do in any 
communication, however lengthy. Since he will 
not allow me an opportunity of a personal inter- 
view, and insists that the whole community is in- 
terested in the matter, I will endeavor to furnish 
acandid and categorical answer to his questions 
and complaints. 

1. Why are not papers left on files two weeks? 

For two reasons: First, because the files will 
not hoid so many papers; second, because if lelt 
that long—supposing the files could hola them— 
they would be torn to pieces. 

If your corresvondent doubts this statement, 


let him look at some of the papers this morning 
which have been on file since last Friday. 
1 must state further that alter removal from the 
flies papers are Kept in order, each paper by it- 
self, for six weeks; and the file can be obtained 
any time ata moment’s notice. It is, of course, 
impossible to preserye them thus for an indefinite 
period—or at least t eall for them wuuld not 
warrant the trouble avd expense. The numbers 
your correspondent wanted must have been more 
than six weeks old, and for that reason were to 
be obtained only by search through the “promis- 
cucus heap” into which all papers (except those 
preserved for binding)-are flually thrown, 

2. AS to the alleged crowding of the papers. In 
the first place we were nol aware that any serious 
inconvenience was caused by the present spacing, 
which cannot be greatly enlarged fer several reu- 
sons. The space alluded: to as filled with 
pictures is in a dark corner, and when 
the files were arranged was entirely 
(and still is partiy) cut off from the view of the 
reading-room attendant. Experience has shown 
the necessity ol haying eVery part of the room un- 
der ready supervision. Asto the other? sugges- 
tions for making more room, the “little red pa- 

ers’ are filed together, and it would not do to 
eave the weeklies loose on the tables, as they 
could uyt be found when wanted. 

3. Now, as to the order of filing the papers, it 1s 
this, and itis the same as it bas been for five 
years, with the exception of a few mouths, when 
another plan was tried as an experiment: Near- 
est the door come the papers which are most 
read aud those wich are preserved for binding, 
and must therefore be under the elosest observa- 
tion to prevent mutilation; after these come the 
papers of the oiher cities in alphauetical order, 
which would be ihe universal rule but fer the 
consideratious mentioned above. 

Why do we not file the papers as In the Repub 
lican office? The answer to this is very simple; 
because they would not stay there three days. 
They would be either carelessly or designedly 
torn from tue files. No one who has not had ex- 
perience can imagine the expedients 
that must be adopted in a _ public library 
iO prevent theft and destruction. These often 
involve depariures from the best methods and 
Cause inconventence to innocent persons; but 
they are simpty the least of two eviis. It is much 
less aunoying to have to turn over a few extra 
leaves to find the desired page than eepeeny to 
discover tiuat the paper is gone altogether. Trust- 
ing that your correspondent and the interested 
public will find this reply sufficiently full and

— The case of 
Hallett Kilbourne against John G. Thomp- 
60n, on trial in the courts here this week, is 
@ttracting a good deal of attention, both by 
reason of the prominence of the cause itself 
and the lack of more exciting topics. Wash- 
ington is lost withent some excitement. 
When Congress is not in session and when 
there is no Star Route trial or Guiteau case 
there is a dullness, aed a trial of even a case 
of mod@rate importance is hailed as an event 
of interest. Even a decision requiring a 
dairyman to remove his milk establishment 
to such location as will not annoy people 
with its sights and sounds and smells is made 
the occasion of a considerable amount of 
excitement. The court-room in the Kil- 
bourne case iscrowded. The case bids fair 
to be a celebrated one, and, as its chief actors 
are people of national reputation, why 
should ft not be? John G. Thompson is 
known everywhere that there lives a Dem- 
ocrat with hopes and faith; Hallett Kil- 
bourne has had more or less fame—usually 
less—for seme years; Dan ¥y oorhees, the 
Tall Syeamore of the Wabash ; Col. Corkhill, 
of whom a great many unkind things 
are said, but who probably might be a worse

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AN AUSTRO-AMERICAN 


The Treatment Mr. John Bauer of 
St, Louis Received in Austria. 


“Tf You are Married, Without an Austrian 
Marriage License, Your Marriage is 
Void’—Four Months Spent in an Aus- 
trian Military Prison—A Highly Inter- 
esting Narrative. 


Mr. John Bauer, for ten years past a car- 
rier for the Westliche Post,.is an Ausrian 
subject by birth, but an American citizen by 
election. He returned recently from a visit 
to his eld homein the dominions of his 
Austrian Majesty Franz Josef, utterly dis- 
gusted with the treatment he received while 
there. Mr. Bauer left his birthpiace, Vorar!- 
berg, Austria, on April 17, 1871, in order to 
come to America. Being a young man he 
was subject to military duty in the Austrian 
service. His enro!lmentought to have taken 
place on October 150f thesame year. But 
the privilege of . serving the house of Haps- 
burg in the field was one which he very 


cheerfully resigned. His condition in the 
United States was so pleasant that he never 
gave thought to Eurepean affairs, as they 
might affect him personally, but rather 
studied how to qualify himself for citizen- 
ship in the Great Republic. 

Until 1876 he never ceased to receive from 
the military authorities in his old home re- 
minders of his liability to unfulfilled mili- 
tary duty, but he threw them into the waste 
basket or the fire, and never thought of, it 
agaip. During the same year he wrote His 
father that he had found existence in the 
United States so agreeable that he had made 
up his mind to stay here. 

THE RESULT 

was that his name was stricken from the 
roll of the Austrian Army, and he concluded 
that. that was the end of the whole matter. 
l Mr. Bauer became a naturalized citi- 
zen of the United States. Last spring he made 
up his mind to pay his relatives and friends 
in the old country a visit. Previous to leav- 
ing St. Louis, however, he sought out the 
Austrian Consul here, Mr. Diehm, in order 
to vbtain papers that would exempt him 
from annoyauce while he might be within 
the Austrian borders. Mr. Diehm advised 
him by all means to procure a passport, but 
intimated that the doing so might delay his 
deyarture five or six days. Bauer replied 
that he would not wait, and then Diehm 
consvled his ‘visitor with the obser- 
vation that strangers are not sub- 
jected to the same _ surveillance as 
in Germany, and that it was altogether 
likely an American citizen’s naturalization 

apers would insure perfect freedom of 

wvement, Accordingly Mr. Bauer ieft St. 
Louis for Europe on May 5 last. On the 
9th of June his foot touched its native heath 
again, and twodays afterwards he was ar- 
rested by Austrian gensdarmes as a deserter. 
From Vorarlberg, where his arrest was ef- 
fected, he was taken to Feldkireh and thence 
by rail to Bregenz, where he remained in 
durance vile for thirteen days. From Bre- 
geuz he was transferred to Innsbruck, and 
was compelled to make the journey 
over the mountains on foot and under police 
escort. The trip lasted six days, and, as 
may be imagined, was eXtremely disagree- 
abie. At Innsbruck Mr. Bauer, who, since 
his arrest, had been treated with as mary in- 
dignities as theugh he was a criminal of the 
lowest class, was taken before the chief ju- 
dicial officer of the place. To this persun-

and ventured to insist that he had certain 
rights, even in Europe, as an American citi- 
zen, which European courts were bouad by 
interaational comity to respect. Following 
isthe reply huried at the astonished Mr. 
Bauer by the Austrian Dogberry: 

“It would appear that in America every 
wortheless character,”’ (“‘Lump” was the ex- 


pressive German -wurd he used), “can become | 


a citizen without the smallest difficulty. If 
you married in America, your marriage is a 
nullity, and your children, if you have any, 
are bastards. Ali this follows from your 
failure to obtain an Austrian marriage 
license.”” After Mr. Bauer had been in 
Innsbruck eieven days, he and his two-fel- 
low travelers, one of whom Was a young 
New Yorker, were before’a court-martial ‘he 
same, Dogberry who had insulted every natur- 


‘alized Ameriea nman,wuman and childin the 


person of Mr, Bauer, was the presiding 
Judge, The sentence imposed by the court- 
inartial was imprisonment in jail for a term 
of four months. The luckless Awericans 
were to be placed on a bread and water diet 
two dass in a dark cell in 
every week, and to solitar con- 
finement fortwo other days. Mr. auer’s 
father exerted himself to his utmost toe com- 
pass his son’s enlargement, but without 
avail. He even orced himself § in- 
to the presence of Austrian majesty, 
itself, but the ears of the Hapsburg Kaiser 


/ were deaf to every representation made in 


the prisoner’s behalf, The latter would have 
had to serve out thé entire’ term hed it not 
been forthe fact that the Crown-Princess 
Stephanie brought into the world an heir to 
Austria’s greatness during the summer 
months and

| tien of the joyful event reached out and lifted 


Mr. Bauer and his friends into the light of 
free day once more. When this most 
happy accident occurred, there remained 
tu the American prisoners still fourteen days 
of confinement. As a gracious work of royal 
favor ten days of this period was remitted in 
the name of the newest Hapsburg and the 
Americans were released. The doors of the 
prison were thrown open on September 29, 
just sixteen weeks after they closed upon 
the Americans, The same ‘‘Dogberry” who 
had intervened between Mr. Bauer and 
his asserted rights as an American 
citixen now graciously intimated that 
Mr. Bauer might enlist in the Austrian 
service, but the proposition was declined 
with thanks and he promptly turned a ean- 
temphtuous back upon his native land. 
He reached New Yerk, October 8th, 
aud returned promptly to St. Louis. His ex- 
pertence vught to serve as a warning to other 
naturalized American citizens not to venture 
too near to European authority.

The Street Railroads Better Off Than 
the Property Owners. 

Public attention has been called to the 
fact that street railroad companies in pav- 
tug with granite the space between their 
rails are simply laying the blocks on sand, 
instead of on concrete, as is the case with 
the reguiar street improvement. A Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter galled upon Street Com- 
missioner Turner this morning, and asked 
him why the street car people were permit- 
ted to lay pavements in the manner com- 
plained of. He replied that “the companies 
are totally independent of the city, and will 
so continue to be until an ordinance 
granting the necessary power. The compa- 
nies are required to. pay for the paving be- 
tween rails, and to keep the same in repair.

STOCKMEN’S GRIEVANCES. 


Complaints in the Cattle Trade—Much 
Dissatisfaction Expressed. 

*“‘Are you aware that the live stock busl- 
ness of St. Louis is very serious!v threatened 
with eomplete extinction’”’ said a gentleman 
prominently identified with the trade to a re- 
porter of this paper, whom he met wearily 
counting ties between the bridge and the 
National Stock Yards a few days since. 

“Well, yes, I have heard something of that 


| kind before. But it appears to me that this

is periodical, Is there anything new? 
“Yes; and I think the Post-DISPATCH 


ought to write this thing up. Live 
stock dealers havea very serious grievance 
and St. Louis is slowly but surely losing her 
prestige asa live stock market. You are 
well aware that for some time much dissatis- 
faction has been evinced by commission 
tirms and others doing business at the 
Nationai Stock Yards at the way things are 
managed. This dissatisfaction finally be- 
came so great that a private meeting of these 
gentlemen was held a short time previous to 
the stockholders’ meeting, where it was dis- 
cussed tn ali its bearings, and a committee 
appointed to draft a letter of grievance. 
‘the most salient points of this let- 
ter were that the receiving and _ ship- 
ping of stock had been delayed in transit. 
Trains arriving via Western roads were al- 
lowed to remain inthe Union Depot yards 
for several hours at a time, aud when re- 
quested to interfere in their interest, the 
coippany paid not the least attention, where- 
as, if the thing had bven properly placed be- 
fore the Bridze Superintendent Dy some one 
in authority at the yards, this delay of -tock 
would not occur. Anvther point dwelt up- 
on, aid one of vital importance to dealers, 
was that some of the hea.iest stockholders, 
who are large handlers of cattle, had with- 
drawn their trade from here, thus hurting 
the trade most seriously, a6 it 
prevented competition.

A WOMAN MISSING.
